warden  and  the  clerk,  praying  for  an 
amendment  to  the  Municipal  Act  to  the 
effect  tb&t  each  municipality  send  one 
representative  only  to  the  county  council. 

Mr.  Chalmers  spoke  in  support  of  the 
motion  urging  that,  as  county  roads  and 
bridges  were  notv  done  away  with,  there 
was  really  very  little  chance  of  any  muni 
cipalily  obtaining  any  overdue  advantage. 

Mr.  I  F.  Ay les worth  said  he  could  nc* 
vote  for  this,  as  he  could  not  go  back  on 
representation  by  population.  If  the 
motion  was  amended  so^s  to  group  some 
of  the  smal.'er  municipalities  and  brin* 
the  representation  somewhere  equal  he 
would  be  in  favor  ofthe  motion. 

Mr.  Filson  said  the  motion  should  be 
killed  now  and  here,  as  the  motion  would 
not  be  fair  to  the  larger  municipalities 
He  held  every  member  present  was  earning 
his  pay.  They  were  here  to  look  after  tbe 
interests  of  the  ratepayers,  and  he  thought 
they  were  all  doing  that.  There  would  be 
great  difficulty  in  arranging  who  should 
represent  grouped  munioipalitiee.  The 
move  would  lead  to  rings  being  formed,  and 
a  few  men  would  run  this  county.  The 
present  was  the  only  arrangement  whiob 
gave  all  the  ratepayers  a  fair  represents 
tion,  and  any  saving  which  could  be  effect 
ed  by  obanging  it  would  be  more  than  off¬ 
set  by  other  disadvantages. 

Mr.  Oliver  expressed  himself  as  in  favoh 
of  one  man  from  each  municipality,  and 
commended  the  young  members  fo  bring¬ 
ing  tbe  motion  forward,  so  that  it  might  be 
discussed. 

Mr.  Anderson  could  not  vote  for  the 
motion,  but  the  oouncil  might  meet’  a  day 
or  two  later,  and  still  get  thr  nigh  by  Satur¬ 
day. 

Sir.  Carscallsn  was  not  in  favor  of  meet 
ing  at  a  later  day.  As  it  was  some  things 
were  hurried  through  too  fast.  If  the^ 
council  could  do  the  holiness  in  leas  tim< 
than  at  present  au  adjournment  should 
bad  before  Saturday. 

Tbe  motion  was  lost.

The  Warden's  8 upper  at  the  Campbell 
House  on  Friday  evening  of  last  week  was 
a  highly  suooeeaful  affair  and  one  that  will 
go  down  inithe  archives  of  municipal  history 
ae  one  of  the  moet  profitable  and  enjoyable 
of  a  long  list  of  social  gathering*  of  a  simi¬ 
lar  oharacier.  For  years  it  has  been  the 
custom  of  the  Wardens  of  Lennox  &  Ad 
dinglon  to  hold  inaugural  dinners  and  let  us 
hope  this  pleasant  social  function  will  nev¬ 
er  be  dispensed  with. 

The  gathering  that  sat  down  to  the 
toothsome  edibles  prepared  by  Mine  Hoet 
Hugh  Milling  wae  a  representative  one  of 
the  intelligence  and  worth  of  town  and 
county,  and  everything  past  off  as  "merry 
as  a  marriage  bell.”  The  menu  provided 
wms  fully  up  to  the  usual  high  standard  of 
exoellenoe  that  has  given  the  Campbell 
House  such  a  good  name  throughout  ihe 
country,  and  the  tables  were  elabjrately 
and  tastefully  decorated. 

In  eleotiug  MP:  John  Carson  to  the  W  ar- 
den's  chair  of  the  county  of  Lennox  A  Ad 
dington  a  man  well  qualified  to  fill  the 
position  has  been  selected.  Mr  Carson 
has  personal  ability,  business  experience 
and  good  judgment  that  eminently  fit  him 
for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office. 
He  has  had  many  years  experience  in  inun- 
ioipal  affairs  which  has  given  him  pos«es 
s.on  of  a  large  fund  of  information  pertain¬ 
ing  to  procedure  in  the  oounty  oounoil,  and 
he  ia  possessed  of  sufficient  firmness  of 
character  to  se*  that  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  governing  this  body  will  be  strictly 
adhered  to.  With  such  a  man  at  the  head 
of  affairs  the  county's  business  is  sure  to 
receive  careful,  aocurate  and  sound  super 
vision. 

When  Mr.  Carson  sets  out  to  do  a  thing 
be  does  it  well  and  it  would  be  hard  to  sug¬ 
gest  where  an  improvement  could  be  made 
in  the  manner  in  which  the  supper  was 
conducted. 

After  due  justice  had  been  done  to  the 
good  things  provided,  the  chairman,  Mr. 
Fred  liuitan,  who  filled  the  position  with 
great  acceptance  called  the  meeting  to 
order.  He  said  a  1  who  would  be  called 
upon  to  speak  bad  been  notified  beforehand, 
lie  then  proposed  the  toast  to  "  The  gueen” 
which  was  nobly  responded  toby  the  guests 
singing  heartily  God  Have  the  gueen.  Mr. 
ti  C.  Warner,  did  the  honors  of  the  vice- 
chair  and  by  his  witty  remarks  in  in¬ 
troducing  the  various  speakers  added  con¬ 
siderably  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  e/ening. 

Before  askwgg  them  to  drink  to  the 
toast  of  "our  Dost  ”  the  chairman  referred 
to  the  applicability  of  the  name  "  Honest 
John"  with  which  the  watdeu  had  been 
dubbed.  He  could  do  no  better  than  refer 
them  to  the  experience  of  an  orange  fritnd 
"  who  had  found  a  lawyer  and  an  iionest 
man.  ’  Wo  had  a  Warden  and  an  iionest 
man. 

Our  Host— "  Never  will  the  sun  arise  on 
such  another.” 

Warden  Carson,  in  rising  to  reply  to  the 
toast, _ thanked  them  for  the  hearty  manner 
in  which  they  had  responded  to  his  invi 
tation.  He  felt  proud  to  have  them  with 
him  as  his  guests  and  as  there  was  a  long 
programme  to  De  gone  through  with  he 
would  not  inflict  a  speech  upon  them.  He 
felt  that  his  lot  had  fallen  in  pleasant 
places.  lie  had  been  returned  to  the 
couucii  on  every  occasion,  except  two,  by 
acclamation,  and  now  they  hail  done  him 
the  honor  of  electing  him  Warden  by  ac¬ 
clamation.  Again  ^hanking  them  for 
responding  to  his  invitation,  the  W  arden 
resumed  his  seat  »nnd  gie&t  applause. 

Mr.  Jewell  then  sang  "  The  Maple  Leaf 
for  ever  ”  the  assemblege  joining  in  the 
chorus.

Mr.  Wilson  congratulated  the  warden  on 
the  high  position  to  which  he  had  attained. 
The  naniu  Honest  John  was  no  misnomer. 
The  ratepayers  of  Napanee  had  recognized 
this  and  had  returned  him  as  then  re¬ 
presentative  for  a  good  many  years,  and 
now  the  Couuty  Council  had  elected  him 
their  warden  uv  acclamation  Mr  Wilson 


oou'd  be  received  in  any  of  the  college* 
thirty  five  years  ago.  Referring  to  the 
warden,  Mr.  Preston  eaid,  he  had  won  bis 
present  position  by  his  character  and 
administrative  ability  and  hsd  set  an 
example  for  others  to  look  up  to  and  follow. 
H«  thought  that  the  highest  compliment 
that  could  be  paid  him,  wan  given  him 
when  he  was  called  Honest  John. 

Mr.  Henry  said,  if  it  would  not  be 
thougt  too  formal,  or  too  personal  he  would 
refer  to  about  thirty  five  years  ago  when 
Warden  Carson  was  pursuing  his educat ion 
in  Madden's  sohool  house  down  the  York 
road.  From  there  he  served  his  apprentice 
ship,  in  harnessmaking,  with  Mr  Coates 
He  had  not  been  favored  as  some  bovs  have 
been,  but  had  made  the  best  of  his  oppor 
tunities.  He  could  say  that  he  hart  never 
hegrd  of  one  disreputable  word  from  our 
present  warden.  Although  not  blessed 
with  exceptionable  abilitv  he  had  won  his 
way  to  the  top.  Mr.  Henry  said  that  the 
1  educational  interests  were  dear  to  him  atnj 
it  was  gently  hinted  that  they  Were  some 
!  what  dear  to  some  of  the  ratepayers.  He 
|  spoke  eloquently  of  our  advanced  education- 
I  al  facilities  and  advantages  and  said  that 
'  it  was  not  children  of  the  upper  <en  who 
'  were  coming  to  the  front  in  education,  but 
|  of  those  whose  parents  have  to  labor  for 
|  their  days  bread.  He  regretted  that  there 
'  were  a  great  many  people  who  seemed  to 
forget  that  there  was  as  much  scope  for  the 
I  excercise  of  their  intelligence  on  the  farm 
as  in  any  other  nranoh  of  industry.  There 
I  was,  something  loose  when  boy  s  with  a 
|  little  education  thought  it  beneath  their 
t  dignity  to  work  on  the  farm.  Nations  hart 
fallen  by  a  swarm  of  the  farmers  to  the 
cities.  Agriculture  was  the  root  ot  our 
success,  and  when  it  was  neglected  the  axe 
was  laid  to  the  root  of  the  tree.  But  he 
was  forgetting  that  brovity  was  the  soul  of 
wit  and  as  a  famous  American  Orator  once 
said  :  "  There  is  not  a  man.  woman  or 
child,  who  has  reached  the  age  of  fifty, 
yearn,  who  has  not  heard  it  reverberating 
down  the  corridors  of  time  for  ceutunes.  ” 

W.  F.  Hall  congratulated  the  warden  on 
the  position  he  had  attained.  He  had  been 
elected  to  this  honorable  position  fur  his 
honesty  of  character  and  sterling  integrity. 
Mr.  Hall  hero  weut  into  figures  to  show 
the  cost,  to  the  average  ratepay  er  in  town 
and  county,  of  maintaing  our  Collegiate 
Institute.  Putting  the  average  assessed 
value  of  the  ratepayers  of  Napanee  at  $.'>00, 
it  cost  tho  average  ratepayer  $1.2*.’  for 
maintaining,  and  02c.  coat  of  construction  a 
total  of  $2.21  a  year  for  .the  benefits  secured 
from  the  Collegiate  Institute.  In  the 
county,  putting  tho  average  assessed  value 
of  a  100  acre  farm  at  $2,500,  it  oost  tin- 
average  farmer  $1  a  year  to  support  the 
Collegiate  Institute. 

Messts  Jewell  and  Daly  rendered  an 
excellent  duett  and  responded  to  a  hearty 
encore

Mr  Carson 
had  not  to  fight  his  way  in  elections  very 
much  but  he  (Mr.  CarscallerF)  had  bi<en  a 
member  of  the  council  for  20  years  and 
had  alA-ays  fought  for  tiie  position.  It 
was  a  pleasure  to  him  to  be  connected  with 
Municipal  institutions. 

Ex- Warden  Fileon  supposed  he  would 
have  to  keep  his  feet  f  >r  half  an  hour  to 
make  amends  for  the  brtvitv  of  Mr 
Carecallen's  speech.  If  ho  had  lie  would 
simply  t-tund  up  and  let  them  oik  at  him 
as  all  the  speech  hud  been  knocked  out  of 
him  in  the  debate  that  afternoon.  11* 
would  have  to  inform  the  chairman  that  Im¬ 
proved  remi-ts  in  his  dutv,  as,  lurtwith 
standing  his  promise,  lie  had  nut  been 
notified  that  he  wan  to  spcik.

He  congratulated  the 
Warden  on  the  position  to  which  he  had 
attained,  but  be  didn’t  know  who  to  con¬ 
gratulate  the  most.  .Jr.  Larson  or  the  ones 
ovcjr  whom  ho  presided.  His  fairness,  cal¬ 
culating,  cool  judgment  made  him  an  ideal 
chairrft&u.  He  was  going  to  talk  on  a  new 
subji'Ct,  a  subject  that  should  be  the  near¬ 
est  our  heart  our  home.  Mr.  8ymington 
spoke  eloquently  of  the  need  of  home  train¬ 
ing,  as  it  was  there  the  character  was 
shaped,  and  wound  up  an  interesting  ad¬ 
dress  by  u  brief  reference  io  the  foot 
House  question.

Our  Educational  Institutions.  “  Many 
days  will  see  her,  and  yet  no  day  without  a 
deed  to  crown  it.”— responded  to  by  Mr 
Burrows,  I.  P.  S.,  D.  H.  Preston,  Q.  C  , 
T.  M.  Henry,  VV.  F.  Hall. 

Inspector  Burrows  extended  his  oon 
gratuiations  to  the  warden,  lie  was  sin¬ 
cerely  Had  at  the  marked  success  that  had 
attended  his  career.  He  also  had  worthy 
associates  in  the  county  council.  tiince 
the  county  council  were  .all  present  he 
w  ished  to  extend  to  them  his  hearty  thanks 
fur  the  9400  they  had  granted  in  aid  of  the 
poor  schools,  he  did  not  mean  that  the 
schools  were  poor,  but  that  they  needed 
extraneous  aid  to  keep  them  going,  lie 
did  uot  know  of  a  single  grant  that  the 
county  council  hud  made  that  did  so  much 
good  as  the  9400  granted  to  those  schools . 
Those  people  in  the  back  township  were 
poor,  and  without  aid  would  be  unable  to 
keep  up  their  schools.  They  were  now  in 
a  position  to  get  a  fair  education,  ami  as 
the  government  granted  91-000  towards 
them,  tins  with  the  9400  from  the  county 
would  make  them  pretty  happy.  Athougli 
they  have  not  the  educational  advantages 
that  we  in  the  front  possess,  they  are  fairly 
well  fixed  and  it  was  a  proud  thing  to  *a> 
that  m  Canada  the  poorest  in  our  land  may 
get  a  fair  mental  equipment.  Mr.  Burrows 
referred  to  the  backward  condition  of 
education  in  this  county  24  years  ago,  and 
to  the  poor  and  miserable  equipments  in 
the  schools  then,  evtii  in  the  wealthy 
neighborhoods.  Two  years  after  he  had 
been  appointed  inspector  GO  tchools  had 
been  erected  in  the  county.  Mr.  Burrows 
said  the  teachers  make  the  schools.  Hu 
ifcferred  to  the  wonderful  improvement  in 
tiie  status  of  the  teachers— not  only  secular 
but  moral.  He  snowed  that  we  should 
combat  ignorance  as  it  bad  been  made 
powerful  by  granting  it  legislative  functions. 
He  referred  to  the  “  tyranny  of  universal 
suffrage  ”  and  how  demagotiges  cculd  umi 
the  ignorant  to  accomplish  their  own  selfisn 
purposes.  He  thank*  d  them  for  honoring 
the  most  important  of  our  institutions  and 
resumed  his  seat  amid  applause. 

Mr.  Preston  had  uot  been  identified  for 
several  years  past  with  sohool  matters  and 
therefore  was  uot  in  a  position  to  speak  with 
authority  on  the  subject.  He  agreed  with 
ihe  inspector  that  ihe  county  oounoil  took 
more  interests  in  school  affairs  than  form¬ 
erly.  He  thought  this  was  largely  due, 
perhaps,  to  the  fact  that  the  count)  has 
been  oalled  upon  to  enquire  into  the  work¬ 
ings  of  these  schools  The  oouuty  council 
had  ever  been  found  willing  to  cuiitnbute 
liberal  y  to  tiie  high  schou  s  of  the  cou,  ty. 
if  they  would  paiduu  him  he  would  make 
a  sugges  mu  to  the  county  council  in  re 
fe  euceto  the  Collegiate  Institute.  Of  late 
the  Grand  Juiy  when  lu  session,  had  been 
induced  to  visit  this  institution  and  the 
oftener  they  went  the  more  desirous  they 
seemed  of  going.  Their  report  made  the 
institute  known  to  the  people  far  and  wide 
and  people  at  a  distance  were, induced  to  be¬ 
come  interested  in  it.  He  would  suggest 
that  when  in  session  the  county  council 
would  visit  the  schools  id  a  body  and  see 
thai  they  were  getuug  value  for  the  money 
expended.  A  boy  could  receive  in  our 
schools  in  O'-ttwiu  an  ediuatiou  filling  him  j 
for  every  position  in  society.  Referiiug  to 
our  advancement  in  education  he  said  that 
we  Osn  receive  in  the  Collt-giate  Institute

God  but  his  predecessor,  to  show  to  what 
extent  the  school  was  robbing  the  people  I

By  and  by,  however,  wkth  the 

olaeeic  studios  filled  Europe  with  _ 

the  suspicion  ot  the  church  wae  dir* 
spinet  a  new  danger,  till  the  name  of  a 
scholar  had  almoat  become  a  synonym  of 
heretic.  From  that  stigma  it  waa  only  a 
stop  to  the  charge  of  suroery.  Not  philoso¬ 
phers  and  alohemista  only,  but  prslates 
princes  and  at  least  two  Popes  incurred  the 
euspioion  of  “black  art”  by  the  unusual  ex. 
tent  of  their  erudition. 

In  1360  a  witoh  wae  formerly  tried  in 
Augsburg,  Germany,*  and  convioted  upon 
the  testimony  of  nineteen  witnesses,  who 
claimed  to  have  seen  her  perform  all  sorts 
of  tricks  in  the  shape  of  a  black  cat.  Hhe 
had  been  caught  crouching  over  the  cradle 
of  sleeping  children,  who  laughed  in  their 
dreams  in  answer  to  the  blasphemous 
scurrility  of  hsr  whispered  remarks.  She 
had  also  been  seen  hobnobbing  with  the 
devil  and  stirring  a  caldron  of  witch-broth, 
but  in  spite  of  the  strongly  supported  evi¬ 
dence  the  judges  hesitated  for  a  week  be¬ 
fore  they  agreed  on  the  fatal  verdict.

“On  leaving  the  bath  he  put  on  u 
waistcoat  of  flannel,  a  shirt  similar  to 
that  which  he  wore  at  night  (for  his 
shirts  of  semi-hollandu  at  ho  francs  and 
afterwards  at  4H  francs  apiece  were  all 
of  tho  same  pattern)  j  then  ho  putoii 
his  chamber  costume,  compo-ed  in  sum 
mor  of  a  pair  of  drawers  with  feet  and 
a  long  coat  or  dressing  gown  of  white 
twilled  dimity  ;  in  winter  of  stout  twil¬ 
led  cotton  drawers  with  feet  and  of  a 
dressing  gown  of  white  dutlle.  On  his 
head  he  kept  tho  bandana  which  lie  slept 
in  knotted  over  the  forehead,  the  two 
cottiers  of  which  hung  down  behind  on 
his  shoulders,  In  this  costume  he  work¬ 
ed  for  a  long  time  with  his  secretary, 
and  V(*£an  to  dictate  letters,  or  even, 
it  it  was  a  case  of  urgency,  he,  received 
one  of  tho  Ministers  in  tho  hack  cabi¬ 
net/’ 

NAPOLEON  81IAVE8. 

The  Emperor  used  to  bo  shaved  by 
his  valets,  but  he  finally  learned  to 
shave  himself  for  fear  of  fo$^  play.  It 
was  verv  rare  for  a  gentleman  to  shave 
Jiimself  in  those  days.  Ho  was  obliged 
VP  employ  a  barber  on  his  hair,  so  why 
pot  on  his  face  ?  When  the  Emperor 
Shaved  Constant  held  the  basin  and  the 
*oat>,  while  Uoustam,  tho  Marmeluke, 
held  the  mirror.  The  Emperor,  in  a 
flannel  waistcojat,  flooded  one  side  of  his 
face  with  lather,  which  he  splashed  all 
around  him  ;  then  he  wined  himself, 
took  a  razor  with  a  handle  of  pearl  in¬ 
laid  with  gold,  which  had  been  pre¬ 
viously  dipped  in  hot  water,  and  then 
began  to  shave  himself. 

"As  soon  as  tho  Emperor  had  shaved 
one  side  of  his  face  every  one  turned 
round.  Roustam  with  his*  mirror  passed 
from  right  to  left,  or  from  left  to  right, 
following  the  light,  and  the  operation 
continued.  The  Emperor  beloru  finish¬ 
ing  asked  every  one  if  he  was  well  i 
shaved.  Cheerful  and  fond  of  a  joke, 
he  commonly  pulled  the  ears  of  his  | 
valets  de  cliamhre  if  he  discovered  that 
a  hair  had  escaped  him.  His  beard  was  j 
thick,  rather  hard,  and  appears  to  have 
varied  in  color ;  but  this  is  supposition  i 
rather  than  a  matter  of  certainty.  Never 
at  any  period  of  his  life,  except  during 
his  very  last  days  in  St.  Helena,  did  he 
miss  being  shaved.  A  beard  of  a  week  ’s 

frowth  was  a  phenomenon  to  him, 
rom  the  few  hairs  which  we  have  seen  1 
preserved  in  collections,  no  decision  can 
be  formed  as  to  thoir  color. 

“After  he  had  shaved,  the  Emperor  J 
washed  his  hands  with  almond  paste  | 
and  rose  or  Windsor  soap.  He  washed 
his  face  with  small  and  very  fine 
sponges,  and  frequently  dipped  his  head 
into  a  silver  basin,  which  from  its  size 
might  have  been  taken  for  a  small 
copper.  Such  was  the  washing  stand 
of  fifteen  inches  diameter  which  was 
taken  from  the  Elyseo  to  St.  Helena  in 
1915.  I 
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Splashed  the  ink  about  by  tossing  his 
pen  on  tho  writing  table.  This  did  not 
make  him  change  them  during  the  day, 
any  mope-ttTS'li  nis  silk  stockift**,  al 
though  he  had  the  habit  of  nibbing  one 
leg  with  the  Heel  of  tho  shoe  of  the 
other  foot  when  it  Itehed.  The  renew 
ing  of  the  wa^hdefTats  and  knee  breeches 
was  a  serious  matter.  Forty-eight  were 
to  l>e  supplied  yearly,  and  they  ought 
to  have  lasted  three  years,  but  there 
was  always  a  deficiency.  In  1811,  on 
going  through  the  wardrobe,  there 
were  only  seventy-four  instead  of  one 
hundred  and  forty-four;  the  others  must 
have  been  put  aside.” 

TUB  TOILET  COMPLETED. 

When  the  emperor  had  completed  his 
toilet  and  prepared  to  leave  his  apart¬ 
ments,  lie  took  Ids  hat.  which  tho  first 
valet  handed  to  him,  in  his  left  hand. 
This  was  his  famous  hat  of  black  heaver 
lined  with  quilted  silk,  which  when  ex¬ 
posed  to  the  rain  got  soaked  and  flopped 
down  over  his  face  and  shoulders,  nut 
he  was  constant  to  it. 

After  his  hat  the  emperor  received  his 
handkerchief  on  which  some  can  de 
Cologne  had  been  sprinkled,  then  his 
eyeglass,  his  honbonnlere  and  a  snuff 
box.  Of  the  latter  he  had  a  collection 
of  the  most  expensive  kind,  hut  those 
he  used  were  plain.  This  elaborate  toilet 
was  completed  at 9  o’clock;  then  the  of¬ 
ficial  day  began.  The  levee  lasted  till 
9.J0,  win'll  the  dejeuner  was  served— if 
the  emperor  was  ready  for  It,  which  lie 
would  not  be  it  the  business  was  of  im¬ 
portance. 

THE  DKJKI  SEU. 

Napoleon  cared  very  little  about  eat¬ 
ing,  which  was  a  source  of  great  un¬ 
happiness  to  Ins  cook,  and  lie  cared  even 
less  about  drinking.  He  rarely  over 
drank  anything  hut  Olinmb  rtin,  and 
that  mixed  with  a  good  deal  of  water. 
He  had  no  wine  cellar,  hut  bought  what 
wine  was  necessary  lor  his  household  by 
contract  when  lie  wanted  it. 

Napoleon  always,  took  Ids  dejeuner 
alone.  OXttept  during  the  very  short 
time  between  his  second  marriage  and 
the  confinement  of  the  Empress.  Joseph 
ino  never  took  dejeuner  with  him,  and 
after  the  birth  of  the  King  of  Rome  the 
Emperor  resumed  his  solitary  habits, 
which  suited  him  better.  From  the 
birth  of  his  son,  the  gouvenante  of  the 
children  of  France  was  ordered  to  bring 
the  child  every  day  at  timirflf  dejeuner. 
He  took  him  on  Ins  knees,  ninth  *  him 
tasto  his  reddened  wator,  and  put  to  Ids 
lips  a  little  of  any  gravy  or  sauc a 
which  came  to  hand.  Mine,  de  Montes¬ 
quieu  remonstrated;  the  Emperor  burst 
out  laughing -  it  was  for  his  son  and 
with  Ids  sou  that  h<*  had  ids  onlv  noisy 
gaiety— and  the  infant  king  lauglmd 
with  him.  The  Empress  was  ottcfl 

tiresent,  and  was  amused  also  at  vlieso 
ittlo  scones.  ’’ 

NAPOLEON  AT  WORK.

The  desire  he  expressed  for 
large  quantities  of  water  to  wusli  in  as¬ 
tonished  his  attendants.  After  tlio 
washing  operations  were  completed  the 
Emperor  with  very  great  calmness  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  trim  his*  nails.  He  had  beau¬ 
tiful  hands  and  lie  knew  it,  so  he  took 
tho  best  caro  of  them. 

Having  attended  to  his  nails,  Napo¬ 
leon  took  off  his  flannel  jacket,  had 
some  eau  de  cologne  |>oured  on  his  head, 
and  with  a  stiff  brush  himself  brushed 
his  chest  and  arms.  The  valet  de 
chttinbro  afterwards  scrubbed  his  ^aek 
and  then  applied  friction  to  the  whole 
of  his  bodv,  pouring  on  It  vials  full  of

The  Lutheran  parsonage  at  our  village 
was  discovered  to  be  on  fire  about  0  o'clock 
on  last  Thursday  evening.  As  soon  as  the 
alarm  was  given,  a  large  number  of  able 
and  willing  persons  were  at  hand,  and 
doing  their  utmost  to  extinguish  the  flames, 
but  it  soon  became  apparent  that  the 
building  was  doomed  and  that  the  only 
thing  which  could  be  done  was  to  save  the 
contents  and  to  confine  the  fire  to  the  burn¬ 
ing  house.  Fortunately  it  was  a  calm 
night  and  plenty  of  men  and^teams  on  the 
spot  (as  a  prayer  meeting  was  held  that 
evening  at  the  Methodist  church)  to  cairy 
and  draw  water,  uf  which  there  is  a  scarcity 
on  the  premises,  or  it  would  have  been  im¬ 
possible  to  save  the  outbuildings  and 
perhaps  even  the  church  from  destruction. 
The  churoh  parsonage  and  outbuildings 
belonging  to  the  Lutheran  Congregation 
are  insured  in  the  London  Mutual  Fire 
Ii  surance  Co.  for  very  little  (if  any)  more 
more  than  half  their  actual  value.  The 
parsonage  was  insured  for  $400.  The  con¬ 
tents  were  the  private  property  of  the  resi¬ 
dent  minister  in  charge  of  this  mission, 
Rev,  G.  Braekebusb,  who  carried  no 
insurance.  Although  most  of  the  contents 
of  the  house  were  saved  from  the  fire,  many 
articles  are  badly  damaged,  and  others, 
which  are  supposed  or  known  to  have  been 
carried  out,  are  as  yet  missing,  so  that  the 
actual  loss  sustained  by  Mr.  Biackebush 
cannot  at  present  be  accurately  ascertained. 
The  rev.  gentleman  and  his  family  are 
temporarily  domiciled  at  the  house  of  Mr. 
Adolph  Fritsch,  but  will  in  a  few  days 
remove  to  the  dwelling  adjoining  Paul 
Siein's  general  store.  A  building  com 
mittee  will  probably  be  appointed  at  once, 
and  steps  taken  to  build  a  new  parsonage, 
as  soon  as  suitable  material  can  be  sup¬ 
plied.  It  is  most  encouraging  and  gratify¬ 
ing,  to  notice  the  general  sympathy  and 
friendly  feeling  manifested  by  everybody. 
A  number  of  friends  who  are  not  members 
of  the  Lutheran  congregation,  have  already 
volunteered  tq  assist  in  rebuilding.
